Osceola Grinding 
At New Sugar Mill 


Sugar Cane grinding has started 
at the recently constructed sugar 
mill on Osceola Farms, Inc., five 
miles east of Canal Point. The mill 


is located amid 4,000 acres of new- 
ly planted cane on the land which 
that organization purchased from 
Alex Ramey. 

The mill is not expected to gain 
its 2,000-ton daily capacity, ac- 
cording to officiais, until after the 
“shake-down” run which will allow 
adjustments and regulation of the 
operation, asin any newly con- 
structed fabricating plant. 

Plans are in the making for 
Osceola to grind approximately 
10,000 acres of cane for the next 
cane-year of 62-63. 

The mill is the former Vermilion i 
plant from Louisiana with addi- 
tions and improvements made aft- 
er its erection at Canal Point. . 

(NOTE to Bob Lanier of Belle 
Glade! The Osceola Farms mill is 
located five: miles east of Canal 
Point and folks will recognize its 
location better and easier that way, 
instead of 10 miles north of Belle 
Glade. Another new mill will’ -be 
opened next fall at Bryant and 
for your future information Bry- 
ant is one-half mile east of Canal 
Point. Mr. Lanier is the Belle Glade 
reporter for the Palm Beach Post.)

The lines hamper 
their creativity. Give them instead 
blank pieces of paper to color. 

Information books having large 
pictures, with details about each 
picture, are good for preschoolers, 
often giving them ideas for play. 

Books are appropriate Christ- 
mas gifts, are helpful to children 
and are easy on the pocketbook.

The same mistletoe which 
makes boys bold and girls blush 
at Christmastide had other mean- 
ings in other times. 

Mistletoe, as one story goes, 
once was a full grown tree. Then 
its timber was cut for the cross 
on which Christ was crucified. 
Since then, it has retrogressed 
to its present state as a parasite, 
aplant which grows on other 
trees. 

Ancient Druids worshipped mis- 
tletoe because it grew on their 
sacred oak. At the end of every 
year a Druid priest would cut 
down the mistletoe with a golden 
sickle, and not one twig was al- 
lowed to touch the earth. Later 
sprigs of mistletoe were often 
fastened over doorways to ward 
off evil spirits. 

In Colonial days mistletoe was 
high and the lad who stole a kiss 
had to reach up and pull off one 
berry. for every kiss. His kisses 
stopped when the berries were 
gone. :
